h. LIMITATION OF COMPENSATION FOR OVERTIME, HOLIDAY, 
NIGHT, AND SUNDAY WORK 

(1) No overtime, holiday pay, night differential, or Sunday 
premium pay will be paid or compensatory time off be 
granted, for any biweekly pay period, to an employee 
in grade GS-15 or above unless overtime was authorized 
(A) as premium pay, or (B) in accordance with the "pro- 
duction" or "second job" concepts stated in paragraph 
c(2)j(l) and (3) above. 
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
